Enclosed are (l) Mr. Vavter'a memorandum of April 3 requesting a 
draft reply to Mr. Harold Weisberg's letter of March 30, 1972, 
appealing our denial to him of the report dated November 10, 19*56, 
by the personnel of the Naval Medical Center at Bethesda, Maryland, 
on the material relating to the autopsy of President Kennedy; (2) 
a copy of Mr. WeiBberg's letter of March 22, 1972, requesting a 
copy of the report; and (3) a copy of our reply to Mr. Weisberg 
dated March 28, 1972.

The reason for withholding the report by the 
Naval Medical Center personnel is the same as that for withholding the 
"memorandum of transfer."
